
MOVE CANCELED 


Requests Judge to Veto 
Change, of Venue , 

Carlos Marcello, through his 
attorneys, Thursday asked Fed- 
eral District Judge Frederick 
J. R. Heebe to rescind his ac- 
tion of Wednesday granting a 
change of venue for his trial j 
on a charge of assaulting an] 
agent of the Federal Bureau of: 
Investigation. 

In granting the change of 
venue motion filed by Mar- 
cello’s attorneys, Judge Hee- 
be asked United States Attor- 
ney Louis C. LaCour to sub- 
mit three districts outside 
Louisiana where the case 
could be tried and he would 
select one of the three or re- 
ject all of them. 

Before Judge Heebe an- 
nounced his decision, Jack Was- 
serman, one of Marcello’s at- 
torneys, told the court that he 
was not pressing his motion for 
change of jurisdiction. What 
Wasserman claimed he really 
wanted was a continuance of 
the case for three or four 
months because of recent pub- 
licity in Life Magazine. , : 
RESCIND ACTION 
In his request that the judge 
rescind Wednesday’s action, 
Wasserman said that the mo- 
tion for change of venue was 
prepared prior to the Septem- 
ber publication of two articles 
in Life. \ 

The motion said that after 
assessing the nationwide impact 
of the magazine articles Mar- 
cello and his attorneys decided 


that Marcello couia ooiam a 
fairer trial in New Orleans 
than any place in the-. United 
States provided a suitable con- 
tinuance was granted. 

“In New Orleans the unreli- 
able source of the articles— 
Aaron Kohn (managing direc- 
tor of the Metropolitan Crime 
Commission)— is known to the. 
public. Outside the state of 
Louisiana this fact is not 
known,” the motion said. 

The motion added that Mar- 
cello ' has instructed his attor- 
neys not to pursue a change of 
venue, “and for this reason the 
court was advised that the mo- 
tion for change of venue was 
not ...being pressed but merely 
the continuance. This was in- 
tended to be. an abandonment 
of the change of venue motion 
but counsel did! not express 
himself quite so forcefully.” ' 

RIGHT TO BE TRIED 
It added that Marcello does 
not waive his constitutional 
right to be tried in the district 
where the crime was alleged to 
have been committed. 

Attached to the motion is 
an affidavit by Marcello in 
which he refuses to waive 
this right. 

Marcello is accused of tak- 
ing a punch at FBI agent PaN 
rick J. Collins Jr. at New Or- 
leans International Airport Sept. 
30, 1966, following Marcello’s ar- 
rival from New York.
